fair before us, chat AT THIS TIME, and 
as Things are now circumftanced, it could not 
but be a Method very unaccepcable to the 
People of England as to Affairs of Pare 
liament——— Were all our Reprefentatives 
equally careful of, or equally my tion. Boe 
the true Inteteft of their Country, for w 

they ferve; there might be fomethiag more 
to be faid for this Affair, as to its being 
a true Préfervative, at choyeomonenese 
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But while Mensbers of Pattiament are Men 
and not Augels—— While they that choofe 
¢hem are honeft Men not Conjurers, the 
preferving the Knowledge of the Behaviour 
of our Members of Parliament to the Pere 
fins that choofethem, seer may juftifie 
their Choice already paft, aiid know how 
to chéefe Tor Time tc cottve, feems to me a 
very gece flay Thing.

It has always been the Method of our 
hone ft Members of Parliament, at leaft ever 
fince Liberty was reffor'd by thcRevolution, 
to z&-abéve-board, and to let thofe that 
cnoofe them kitow their Conduét, that they 
may hot de afham'd to go home again, and 
that their Fidelity to their Country might 
recominend them to their Choice again. 
This was one Reafon, why the Votes were 
printed, which was not done in former 
Reigns; and when the firft Motion was 
made in the Houfe of Commons for printing 
the Votes, and‘it was oppos’d by a certain 
Man of Arbitrary Blodd, as an Appeal to 
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prefented, to let them know what they 
were doing for thems that it wasthe Péve 
ples Work, and ought act to be conceal’d 


from them, and shat it was bel .

they were cither atraid or afham’d of them; 


and that Aétions conceal’d were liad 
be mifrepreientea, but what was wore 
publick aad ayow’a could not be fo. 

The very fame Argumemts hold good

judge either of Perfons or Things. 

Ai) thefe Things confider’é, I think, we 
have Reafon to thank GOD and the Pate 
Mfament,, that this Affair is fhock’d-in its 
Infancy ; and “tis more a Wonder to re, 
that the Houje divided upon it, thay that 
they carry’d it atall; forto me it feema 
ftrange, there fhould be any Body left of a 
contrary Judgment. TF will not prefume to 
fuggeft, that any Man in the Honourable 
Affembly of a Britifh Parliament fhall a& 
againft bis Judgment, or vote for a Party: 
againit Principlk—— Nature, we have been 
told, may rebel againit Principle, and fuch 
a Man may yet be an honeft Man $ but when 
Intereft prevails upon Principte, the hone 
Man is metamorphos’d into aTraytor, the 
Difciple turns a Fudas, the Purfe-Bearer 
turns Thiof, and Betraying of Truft, Fa- 
mily, Religion, and Country follows of

betraying their Coustry, tyranaizing over 
the Libercies of the People, ruining aay 
they are fent thither to defend,and in thort, 
of 2!} the moft fatal Errors that can be fug- 
gefted—— Pray mark it, for I will not be 
mifconftrued here, I will not leave Room 
fora Poflibilliry of itz I fay asMen, they 
are capable of Error, capable of Miftake, 
capable of abufing their Truft, and ca- 
pable of all Manoer of Corruption. 

I am content to fay, they are the beft 
conftituted Body of Men ia the World, the 
leaft fubje& to Corruption, the wifeft in 
Management, the warieft in refulving, I 
don’t (ay the calmeft in arguing, in the World. 
Tamcontent to admit ail the Compliments, 
that Men in Fear of cheir Power, and fawn- 
ing upon their Out fides, give them as far 
they confift with Reafon; but let that Nau- 
feous Flattery pleafe thofe that make it, 
and betcay theie pufilasimous and imper- 
tinent Bears. This Paper fhall never flatter 
Men for their Power, or pay Homage to 
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Greatnels for Fear of Refentment 5 They 
arerpur Safecy, the Iaft Refuge of our. Li- 
berties, the ttpaiitcs of ae 

the Foundation under GOD of our gen 
Profperity as a Nation, But eased 
and not GODS, Men and not Mantters, 
and to be Men, implies Mortal, fallible, 
fubjeGted to Infirmity, aud fubjeéted to 
ime. 

And whatis the Meaning of all this? But 
that while they are a@ing for us, and our 
Profperity or Deftruétion depends upon 
the Refult of their Councils ; while we are 
to fingie the Men to compole this Body, 
out of the beft, ripeft, ableft, wifeft and 
wealthic of our Gentry, their A@ions 
fhould be coffpicuous, their Behaviour 
placd in our View ; that when they dife 
charge their Duty, we may honour them, 
aad when not, may learn to know them, 
and may mark thea out agaiaft the Time, 
when we fhall have Occafion to remembet 
Things, and when we come to judge, whe 
is fit to ferve again, and who not. 

And this.is my Reafon, why:I think, the 
prefent Parliament bas done both wifely and. 
honourably, in altering the Order of the
